Locking Emptying-Valve. 











The drawing illustrates an improvement in 
the emptying or drop valves of paper-pulp en- 
gines, which govern the opening in the bottom 
of the engine through which the stuff is dis- 
charged to the stuff-chest below. Paper-makers 
have had frequent occasion to realize the inju- 
rious effectsof valves rising in the other engines 
when discharging the contents of one, and this 
improvement was devised to provide the valve 
and its seat or case with a lock which will pre- 
vent the valve from rising until it is unlocked 
or released by the engine-tender. 

The case of the valve consists of an annular 
plate, let into the bottom of the engine at the 
emptying hole, and provided with a depending 
rim, to enter and fill that hole. Within the 
upper part of the depending rim is an annular 
ledge, in which notches are cut diametrically 
opposite. On the under side of the plate or 
valve, which fills the valve seat, are two lugs 
projecting laterally, so as to extend under the 
annular ledge. These lugs are set opposite to 
each other, so as to conform to and fit into the 
notches, which permit the lugs to pass under 
the ledge. When the engine is to be emptied, 
an iron rod, with a hook at one end, is used. 





The engine tender, by inserting the hook in the 
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eye of the valve, can give the latter just sucha 
revolution as will bring the lugs on the valve 
opposite to the notches, and detach them from 
the ledge, and thus leave the valve free to 
rise. The valve isclosed by dropping it upon 
its seat, rotating it, and thereby locking tne 
lugs under the ledge. Two stops are cast upon 
the under side of the ledge, and these stop the 
further rotation of the valve when the lugs 
bring up against them. They also serve to show 
when the valve is securely locked. This im- 
provement is controlled and manufactured by 
the Russell Paper Company, of Lawrence, 
Mass., and is in use at several well-known m lls, 
where its value and efficiency have been satis- 
factorily tested.

Steelyards. 





The English commercial world will be de- 
prived by the New Weightsand Measures Act of 
the services of one of the most useful weighing 
machines, if a decision recently pronounced in a 
Scotch court is to be accepted as an accurate in- 
terpretation of that statute. A hundredweight, 
weighed by means of the steelyard, however 
accurately adjusted the instrument may be, is 
not, it seems, a legal ‘‘weight,”’ and persons sell- 
ing by that mode of computation 
run the risk of pains and penalties 
for using illegal weights. 

The steelyard is one of the most 
useful applications of the lawsof dy- 
namics ever made, and its use, which 
dates back to the time of the Ro- 
mans, if not to that of the ancient 
Egyptians, has facilitated trade more 
than any other similar appliance. 
The adjustment of these instruments 
is founded on such unalterable prin- 
ciples, and is so easy of calculation, 
that it ought not to be difficult to 
satisfy the requirements of the Com- 
missioners of Weights and Measures 
as to the application of the usual 
marks signifying their compliance 
with thestandards of the kingdom. A speci- 
fied weight, used in conjunction with a yard, 
marked at specified distances, must always 
weigh correctly ; and it would be just as easy to 
mark the component parts of a steelyard, as to 
mark a quart pot with the symbols of standard 
accuracy. Many other weighing machines, de- 
velopments of the sweet simplicity of the steel- 
yard, are used with loose weights, which, though 
in themselves only a small fraction of the weight 
they represent, when used with the particu- 
lar machine are as accurate, and as capable 
of verification, as the statutory weights con- 
taining actually so many pounds or ounces; and 
all these useful machines will be rendered illegal, 
although it is no more difficult for a fraudulent 
tradesman to falsify the scales used with stand- 
ard weights, than it is to falsify the machines in 
question. 

The authorities have shown good sense in giv- 
ing way to public convenience, and not insist- 
ing on the strict letter of the law in one or two 
cases where the literal interpretation of the Act 
would have involved inconvenience, with no 
corresponding advantages; and, it is to be 
hoped, that they may see their way to saving 


the time-honored and invaluable steelyard from | 


the dishonor of being an “illegal measure.”—

The Alum Industry of France. 





The principal chemical faetories for the pro- 
duction of alum, sulphate of alumina, and sul- 
phate of iron in France, numbering about ten, 
are grouped around Laon, La Fere, and Noyon. 
Others are met with at Lyons, Paris, Fontaine- 
bleau, and Montpellier. They number fourteen 
in all, and the value of the plant is estimated at 
$1,200,000. They produce 180,000 tons of alum, 
sulphate of alumina, and sulphate of iron. 
These establishments use 70,000 tons of raw 
materials extracted from the soil or furnished 
by French industry, and supply to the railways 
and canals 40,000 tons to transport. They pay 
directly or indirectly in salaries a sum of $300,- 
000 to 1,200 workpeople. These factories pro- 
duce annually alum and sulphate cf alumina 
exceeding the national wants by 4,000 tons, 
which finds its outlet in exports. 

It is not necessary to enlarge here on the va- 
rious industrial uses of alum and of sulphate of 
alumina. The paper manufacture, dyeing and 
currying are largely dependent op it. The use 
of sulphate of iron is even more extensive—in 
dyeing, in the purifying of gas, the polishing of 
plate glass, the disinfection of fecal matters 
and agricultural operations it is extensively em- 
ployed. Even the residues of the manufacture 
are utilized, in the state of the mother liquor or 
the exhausted ashes, for purifying the sewage 
waters of towns anda fertilizer for artificial 





grass lands. All these substances, therefore, 
are of real and indispensable utility as raw ma- 
terials for a large number of industries. These 
facts are set forth in a memorial from the man- 
ufacturing chemists, complaining of the compe- 
tition they meet with from Italy, and they op- 
pose the renewal of the treaty of commerce with 
that country. The importation of Italian alum 
has reached 2,000 tons, and the export of French 
alum dropped to 1,200 tons. In consequence, 
five of the French chemical factories were closed 
last year. 

In 1876 a financial company became proprie- 
tors of the alum mines of Tolfa, formerly in the 
Papal States, which contain natural deposits of 
alum valued at $400,000. These operations were 
aided by the treaty of commerce, which ad- 
mitted alum at a duty of 5 per cent. ad valorem, 
and by introducing large quantities of this Ital- 
ian alum, they naturally sent down the price of 
the home production, so that it now fetches in 
Paris only about one cent per pound. The Ital- 
ian company is enlarging its capital and opera- 
tions, and pretends tp be able to supply the uni- 
verse with alum. Vessels loaded with 2,500 tons 
of the mineral have been sent to France to sup- 
ply new factories being established at Rouen and 
Avignon. These 2,500 tons of raw materials repre- 
sent more than 700 tons of pure alum, as the

mineral is so rich that it yields30 per cent. This 
competition, it is alleged, will close many more 
of the chemical factories, and also those making 
sulphate of iron, as this can only be made 
cheaply from the aluminous schists of Picardy. 
What the result of the Government Commission 
appointed to take this matter into consideration 


has been we do not know.—Chem. and Drug.

& Davis, of Watertown, N. Y., and Orrs & 

Co., of Troy, N. Y., for a perpetual injunction 

and to recover $10,000 damages from each, for 

the infringement of letters patent No. 6,533, for 
an improvement in devices for protecting the 
ends of rolls of paper, consisting of a round 
tube or core, with a cap or disk and a eonnect- 
ing rod combined. The paper with these roll 
protectors is furnished by Orrs & Co. to the 

New York Times, and by Taggarts & Davis to 

the New York Tribune and New York Staats 

Zeitung. The suit is at present at issue in the 

United States Circuit Court, and testimony has 

been taken on behalf of thecomplainant. This 

roll protector is principally used in connection 
with the Walter, Hoe and Bullock presses, or any 
press using a continuous sheet to print from. 

The plaintiff's attorneys state that Taggarts & 

Davis offered to make a compromise by paying 

a fixed amount, but it is supposed that the suit 

is being defended now in the interest of the 

newspapers which are using these protectors 
and not in the interest of the actual defendants. 

Asimilar suit was brought against Ira L. Beebe, 

who allowed the matter to go by default, and a 

decree has been entered against him for dama- 

ges and aperpetual injunction.

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


16 PaTernoster Row, Lonpon, E. C., 
January 3, 1880. 


The holidays have come and gone. The old 
year passed away, and, as if with one parting 
spiteful stroke, ended its miserable career with 
the dreadful accident in the North. Several paper 
mills will be once more isolated, as it were, and 
the old inconveniences of water transit with 
Dundee will be endured. 

Fife isa pretty county, and upon a recent oc- 
casion I traversed the railway route from Burn- 
tisland to Dundee, and passed over the ill-fated 
bridge. I have several friends in the marma- 
lade depot, who are connected with the paper 
trade, and I take the present opportunity of con- 
gratulating them upon their safety. 

My Edinburgh correspondent writes me that 
things are looking better; but the excitement is 
gradually settling down. Paper-makers in Scot- 
land have to acknowledge that raw materials 
are up; but they are getting more independent 
now, as there have been some large arrivals of 
esparto during the past fortnight, 
which will put many beyond want 
during January. By that time they 
expect rags will be much cheaper. 

** My own belief,” says my corre- 
spondent, “is that we shall not see 
any cheap stock during the next two 
months. There are still strong in- 
quiries for shipment both from stock 
dealers and paper-makers in Amer- 
ica. ” 

My correspondent gives current 
prices in Scotland as follows: Dun- 
dee—Fine selected jute threads, £11 
10s.; jute threads, £10 15s.; clean 
jute, orspinner’s waste, £9 15s. ; jute 
card waste, £7 to £9 10s; jute 
croppings, £6 10s.; jute caddis, £6;

paper, £6 10s.; fines, £17 to £16; bagging, 
£7; manilla ropes, £12 10s.; white shavings, 
£15. Edinburgh—White (rags), £18 to £19; car- 
tridges (select), £12 10s.; prints (select), £12; 
seconds, £13 10s.; print papers, £7 10s., ma- 
nilla ropes, £12 10s.; printing shavings £15 9s. ; 
writing shavings, £16 to £17; books and pam- 
phlets, £11 10s.; letters, £11. 

An esteemed friend in Yorkshire, a paper- 
maker of great experience, gives me his views 
on the situation. He says: ‘‘The rise here in 
jute butts, bagging, &c., is something marvel- 
ous. Nearly all the paper mills seem to have 
held light stocks, and have rushed in when the 
market began to move, and have so done much 
harm. Common bagging does not seem to have 
risen as much as the better qualities. For this 
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Mill bankruptcy, has sent a circular round the 
trade of esparto dealers, shippers and brokers, 
for practical sympathy in his difficulties. Mr. 
Noble certainly has put many thousands of 
pounds into the hands of people, who had, how- 
ever, been more careful than himself. I am 
glad to hear that about £1,000 have been sub- 
scribed. Sympathy is a grand sentiment. None 
of us know its comfort or its value until we need 
it, and it is highly creditable to the esparto trade 
that such a response has been made. I under- 
stand that Mr. Noble has at length handed over 
all bonds, papers and every profitable source of 
assets to Mr. Carter, the trustee of the estate, 
and there is a chance of some settlement of this 
very unsatisfactory matter before long. 

The executors under the will of the late W. 
Nash, of St. Paul Cray, Kent, have sent an 
invitation to a gentleman who was formerly 
manager of the mill, to resume superintendence 
there. Perhaps now there will be less “‘ (g)nash- 
ing of teeth” among dealers who have been call- 
ing for an order. 

I saw a sample of paper to-day being matched, 
preliminary to a grand offer of 18s. per cwt. to 
the fortunate paper-maker. Won't there be a 
rush for that order ? 

Late on Wednesday night, Dec. 31, a revolving 
rag boiler at Scotshaw Brook Paper Mill, Lower 
Darwen, near Blackburn, exploded, rousing the 
whole village. The man in charge was away at 
the time. Women work in room above during 
the day. The end of the building was blown 
out, engine beam broken, and the place wrecked, 
the windows being blown into the brook. The 
damage is estimated at about £1,000. 

J. A. London, who has been connected with 
the Ford Works Company, Sunderland, for 
some years, has joined J. M. Drew, of Cullomp- 
ton, and the new firm will trade under the name 
of J. M. Drew & Co. 

I wish all the friends of Tae JOURNAL a very 
happy and prosperous new year. 1879 has been 
a bad year; indeed so bad that I have not 
the heart to go through its wearing details. 
Your readers may take it that a worse year 
never was known here in the annals of the 
paper trade. Never has our own trade sunk to 
such depths of cheap manufacture as in 1879, 
and never have paper-makers had such great in- 
ducements to think ill of their business. Asa 
rule paper-making is a venerated art, and I don’t 
know of one paper-maker who does not love his 
occupation. 

Enthusiasm is but a faint term wherewith to 
express the attachment a paper-maker feels for 
his avocation. He is ever ready to enter into 
trade details at all seasons. I well remember, 
upon a recent occasion, being asked by a paper- 

maker, at a ball supper, who sat next me: “Well, 
and how are rags looking, now?” I thought it 
so funny that I involuntarily cast a hasty glance 
at my own clothes, forgetting I was addressed 
by a paper-maker. Then we had a great discus- 
sion on trade topics. 

I like to see men fond of their business. “All 


class prices have only advanced 1s.@1s. 3d. per paper-makers are so. They delight in a talk 


cwt. Manchester surats, which we bought at 
6s. 9d., are now worth 10s. per cwt. Jute cut- 
tings were sold last week in Liverpool at £13, ex 
ship. We happily have some just landing which 
only cost £8 10s. We also got 500 bales at £9, 
September and October shipments, and the seller 
wants to cancel on the basis of between £12 and 
£13 per ton. So far, in spite of great meetings, 
we have not been able to get any great advance 
in our prices. For fine caps 1d. per Ib. is easily 
obtained, but for browns, shops, and those 
classes, so far, 1s. per cwt. is about the figure 
of the advance. There is a capital demand, 
which is a good sign. Much more paper is being 
used by cloth-makers, worsted and cotton spin- 
ners, &c. There is not much mill news about 
here. The Sayland Mill and Booth Wood Mill 

| have both been shut up for many months. The 

| latter is worn out, and the former is on a stream 
where people won't allow pollution, so I do not 
think anybod¥ will start it with the chance of 
law suits. The Firth House Paper Company, 
near Halifax, has been pulled up for polluting 
the stream with waste liquor from esparto. Law 
expenses and new evaporating furnaces will to- 
gether cost a good deal of money.” 

English hide cuttings have in the last six 
weeks advanced £4 per ton, and are in scant 
supply. Raw material having advanced pro- 
portionately more, with an upward tendency, 
the manufactured article is expected to sse yet 
higher figures before the end of January. Ow- 
ing to considerable shipments under old engage- 
ments, the stock on the American side is larger 
and prices relatively lower than here, a dis- 
crepancy which may soon be expected torectify 
itself. Owing to the unsatisfactory returns from 
America on invoices shipped, makers are culti- 
vating the home market more. Our last cable 
advices from Manilla quote $7.50, an advance of 
11 per cent. on previous sales.

But the holidays may be 
said to be over, so that we shall soon see how 
the wind blows. The advance continues toler-- 
ably firm; paper-makers, in fact, won't accept 
old prices unless absolutely compelled. 

I had quite a controversy with a well-known 
paper-maker, who subscribes to THE JOURNAL, 
respecting the aspect of affairs. He is a 
thoroughly practical man, of long experience 
and great foresight. He took exception to what 
he called my ‘‘severe remarks” about paper- 
makers’ bad papers. It is his notion that paper- 
makers have been compelled to make inferior 
papers owing to the cutting-under policy. 

It is to the cutting-under paper-makers that I 
addressed my remarks, It is the fraternity who 
offer to make papers at something lower than 
anybody else who have brought trade to where 
itis. I have clearly pointed this out several 
times. 

If A is buying paper and is quoted 3d. net for 
it by No. 1 paper-maker, No. 2 offers to do it for 
3d. less 2!¢ per cent., No. 3, 3d. less 5 per cent., 
No. 4, 3d. less 74¢ per cent., and soon. This is a 
ruinous policy, andif No. 2 paper-maker had 
any real judgment he would refuse to do it at 
any less. Indeed, so “cocky” have buyers got 
lately, they don’t mind telling you they can get 
paper for next to nothing ard at their own 
terms. I have ever been a strong advocate of 
high prices for paper. I have condemned this

throat-cutting policy with all the energy I can 
command. From your editorial remarks you 
seem to think we haven't had enough of it yet. 
I hope we have had all we shall ever have. 

It is, of course, quite useless to issue any man 
date as to range of prices. It would be desira 
ble, but as the circumstances of mills vary it is 
quite impossible to command the whole trade by 
figures that would suit, perhaps, half a dozen 
mills. There is always something to be allowed 
for. Some mills are close to raw materials, 
chemicals, &c., and they can always afford to

There is a capi- 
tal water supply, and the office is actually on 
the railway platform,.so that there appears 
every likelihood of some good business being 
done. Mr. Cudlip is a practical man, and I 
mentioned some time ago the improvements 
he effected or assisted in effecting at his former 
mill. 

I called also at Mr. Evans’ mills at Darley 
Abbey. Here is an old ancient mill replete with 
interesting connections and incidents. The mill 
is 100 years old, and the original engines are still 
at work; so are the beating engines and ma- 
chines put in by George Bertram in 1850. A 
cutting machine, also thirty years old, is still 
pegging away as usual. The other machine is 
eleven years old, and both it and its ancient 
relative—for machines from the same maker 
might he called brothers—are as good as ever. 
This is saying something for Mr. George Ber- 
tram. To finish up, the manager, Mr. Laurie, 
has been atthe mill thirty years, and came to 
put the mill in order, and great credit is cer- 
tainly due to him. As I was going inthe mill I 
met H. Porritt, of Helmshore, coming out, so 
there was quite a meeting of the clans, and THE 
JOURNAL again assembled in the persons of sub- 
seriber, advertiser and correspondent in a re- 
mote spot and quite unexpectedly. 

Markets are firm, but owing to the scarcity of 
material and the refusal even of some dealers to 
quote, no great amount of business is to be re- 
ported. Wood pulp is firmer. 

Chemicals.—The opening week of the new 
year has been quite satisfactory from a business 
pointof view for chemicals. Although the full 
tide of operations is hardly near yet resumed, 
there is plenty of evidence of an active month 
likely to follow. Inquiries are numerous and 
apparently genuine. The demands for export 
rather increase than otherwise, and sales are 
being made in anticipation of an early opening 
of the ice-bound ports. The requirements for 


the home trade also are larger and consumers | 


become more and more convinced that the im 
provement is something more than the spas- 
modic speculativeness they were at first dis- 
posed to regard it. Asa consequence there is a 
strong disposition to buy for stock as a safe in- 
vestment for capital. There is more anxiety 
evinced in regard to the question of forward 
supplies, negotiations for contracts are there 
fore increasing. Makers, as a rule, have but 
limited supplies to offer for immediate delivery 
and prices continue firm. Caustic soda is in 
rather larger demand and somewhat scarce in 
supply. Ash is firm and active. Bleaching 
powder is in good request for both prompt and 
forward delivery, and parcels offering find a 
ready market.

The mill is shut down, with the exception of the 
finishing room. 

Postal-Agent G. N. Tyner is away on a visit 
to relations in Ohio. 

John Rae, for a number of years bookkeeper 
in a local bank, is to assume a similar position at 
the factory of Buchanan, Bolt & Co. 

Miss Mary O'Neil, of this city, has gone to 
California to join her brothers, who have started 
a paper mill in that State. 

The Water Power Company is extending the 
third level canal in the vicinity of the Riverside 
Paper Mill a distance of 300 feet. This is sup- 
posed to be a forerunner of some future enter- 
prise. 

The Valley Paper Company holds its annual 
meeting on Friday evening of this week. 

Nearly every mill in the city is now. supplied 
with telephones. They are very convenient, 
and manufacturers wonder how they ever did 
business without them. 

An old document of considerable historical in- 
terest was brought to light recently from a lot 
of rags. It is the commission as major of Ros- 
well Lee, of Springfield. It was granted on Feb- 
ruary 1, 1815, and bears the signatures of two 
presidents of the United States—James Madison 
and James Monroe. The document is in a per- 
fect state of preservation. 

William A. Morrell, ruler for the Owen Paper 
Company for the past eighteen years, has re- 
signed his position. 

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., parties have sold the 
Cannon Paper Mill at Tyringham to New York 
parties, who are to start it up on coarse papers. 
The mill has been idle for four years or more. 

Augustus Gonier, an employee of the Conecti- 
cut River Pulp Company, had his hands and face 
badly scalded with the hot liquor at the mill 
this week. 

The paper business at Lee is good. The mills 
are all running to their fullest capacity, with 
orders ahead in many cases. The Smith Paper 
Company is turning off 130 tons per week, which 
will soon be increased to 140. The company is 
to put in a new 100-inch Fourdrinier machine, 
which is said to be the largest in the country. 
The product will be six tons perday. The 86- 
inch machine will be removed to the mill of 
Chaffee & Callender at Glendale. This com- 
pany is running a mill at East Lee on Manilla 
paper. The product of the Housatonic Mill dur- 
ing December was 336,000 pounds, an average of 
six and one-quarter tons per day. During the 
last week in December, Superintendent Verran 
ran his product up to seven tons per day on his 
62 and 72-inch machines. 

The mills at East Lee are all enjoying pros- 
perity. The machine shops are full of orders 
and busier than ever before. 

The Hurlbut Paper Company at South Lee is 
doing a fine business. At present the product is 
four tons of ledger and fine writing paper per 
day, which will soon be increased to five. The 
old mill on the west side of the river is being re- 
paired, and a 76-inch Fourdrinier will be put in 
and will probably turn off two tons daily. 

The product of the new Chemical Paper Com- 
pany, added to what is already manufactured 
here, will make the daily paper product of Hol- 
yoke 114 tons, and the time is not far off when 
it will be increased to 150. Is not this truly the

The Seamless Wove Dandy Roll Cover. 





Hotyoxe Wire Works, ' 
Hotyoxe, Mass., January 20, 1880. { 


To the Editor of The Journal: 

In your issue of January 17, under the heading 
of ‘‘The Seamless Wove Dandy Roll Cover,” 
Allen Webster, as Attorhey for the Cheney- 
Bigelow Wire Works, Springfield, Mass., states 
that by virtue of a contract made with John 
Dunbar, the patentee, the Bigelow Wire Works 
have a perfect right to manufacture Dunbar’s 
seamless dandy roll cover. 

My first attempt at making a seamless dandy 
roll cover was patented January 22, 1878. This 
patent I virtually assigned to the Cheney-Bige- 
low Wire Works, with the sole right of manu- 
facture during the term of the patent for the 
sum of one dollar and certain promises. 

But as to my second invention in seamless 
dandy roll covers, for which letters patent were 
granted me on July 29, 1879, permit me to inform 
whomsoever it may concern, that I have made 
no contract with the Bigelow Wire Works at 
any time that permits them to manufacture un- 


der the patent of July 29, 1879. 


While in the employment of the Bigelow Wire 
Works, by request of the treasurer, W. D. 
Stevens, I verbally allowed the Wire Works to 
cover dandy rolls under this patent, the trade 
having called for the latest patent seam, while I 
reserved full right and control of the patent to 
stop the manufacture at any moment. After a 
number of dandy rolls had been covered under 
this patent with good satisfaction, Mr. Stevens, 
the treasurer, feeling insecure in having no 
agreement as to their being able to continue the 
manufacture of covers under this patent, urged 
the necessity of my selling or giving them a guar- 
anty of the right of manufacture. Simply the 


| terms he offered were unsatisfactory to me, and 


I accepted more favorable terms with Messrs. 
Buchanan & Bolt, of Holyoke, to whom I as- 
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TRADE 


| signed the sole right of manufacture under this 
| patent for a limited time. 


If the Bigelow Wire 
Works claim to have made a contract with the 
patentee, John Dunbar, that gives them a perfect 
right to manufacture under his patent of July 
29, will they please produce it ? 
Wire Works presume that the writer is too poor 
to protect his own patent by law; hence their 
safety for the present in holding on to what does 
not belong to them. But that is doing the Bige- 
low Wire Works more harm than all the opin- 
ions or cautions that “P.M.” or any of your 
correspondents may venture to suggest.

Fires. 


The loss of Rice, Kendall & Co. by the Bos- 
ton fire has been adjusted for $150,938, the origi- 
nal insurance being $175,000. There is likely to 
be a salvage to the insurance companies, which 
will still further reduce their loss. 


The Stone Paper Mill, belonging to the Clare- 
mont Manufacturing Company, Claremont,N.H., 
took fire from the explosion of a kerosene lamp, 
on Wednesday, and was destroyed, together 
with the machinery, stock house and repair 
shop. Loss, $30,000; insurance, $11,500. 

A fire broke out in the engine room of the 
Russell Paper Company’s Mill, Lawrence, Mass., 
on Sunday, January 18, and quickly communi- 
cated with the cutter, drawing and finishing 
rooms. At one time the destrifttion of the en- 
tire works was threatened. The loss on the 
building, stock and machinery is estimated at 
$8,000, which is covered by insurance in the 
Manufacturers’ and Boston Mutual companies. 
The fire throws sixty hands out of employment. 
Repairs have begun. 


On the night of January 16, A. & C. Kauf- 
mann’s large stock of chromos, oil paintings, 
steel engravings, decalcomanie, scrap pictures, 
fancy cards, &c., was entirely destroyed by fire. 
The firm intended to move to 70 Duane street on 
February 1, and had some of its books and cor- 
respondence transferred there. A couple of 
days previous it also sent several of its valu- 
able pictures.to Leavitt’s auction rooms, and 
these were the only things saved from the 
flames. The loss is estimated at about $125,000, 
and the insurance is said to be $80,000. The fire 
is reported to have originated in the story over 
that occupied by the firm, and which was used 
as a shirt manufactory. ;

Germantown, N. Y., January 13, 1880. 

The Convention of Straw Wrapping Paper 
Manufacturers and Dealers met this day at 
Stanwix Hall, Albany, and accomplished much 
towards strengthening their organization and 
perfecting its working details. 

After listening to the report of the Secretary 
and that of the committee appointed at last 
meeting, it was ascertained that a much larger 
percentage of production is in co-operation with 
us to-day than has ever before been announced, 
and that the efficiency and perpetuity of our 
organization is now assured beyond a doubt. 

An animated discussion washad upon the sub- 
ject of prices, discounts to buyers, &c., when a 
committee was appointed consisting of Messrs, 
H. 8. Van De Carr, Benj. Wiltse, S. H. Cornell, 
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M. L. Hleser and C. J. Cave, who prepared and 
submitted the following series of resolutions and 
list of prices: 

Resolved, That the annexed list of prices shall be 
adhered to by all the members of this association, 
and that no greater discount shall be made than 1 
per cent. for cash, or longer time than sixty days be 
allowed on sales to any one; except to the five com- 
mission houses in New York City who are acting in 
concert with us, and who have agreed to the same 
schedule of prices, rate of discount and time of 
credit. 

Resolved, That the Secretary cause this schedule of 
prices and resolutions to be printed and a copy fur- 
nished to all members of this association, and each 
of the commission houses above referred to.

A Conference of the Paper Trade. 








A conference of the manufacturers of news 
paper was held in this city on Wednesday. The 
meeting was called at the instance of several 
Eastern manufacturers. The following named 
gentlemen were present: Charles D. Mead, of 
Dayton; D. W. McClung, Woodsdale, O., 
and J. L. Rubel, of Louisville, Ky., rep- 
resenting the Cincinnati Division, with J. 
A. Kimberly, of Neenah, Wis., and J. W. 
French, of Three Rivers, Mich., on behalf of the 
Chicago Division, visited this city on Wednes- 
day, and were met by W. H. Parsons, John H. 
Hall, and William C. Dunton, of this city, and 
Chas. Wheelwright, of Providence; L. Brain- 
ard and Thos. Duncan, of Hartford: Geo. E. 
Marshall, of Turner’s Falls; John McLean, of 
Baliston Spa; L. C. Woodruff, of Buffalo. 
There was no formal organization, but 
there was a full discussion of the condition of 
trade. It is thought that, with the improvement 
in trade abroad and the advance in the price of 
stock, the foreign mills would not put any great 
surplus on our markets, and it was concluded 
that the American trade have no special cause 
to be afraid of the foreign manufacturers. The 
light stocks in dealers’ hands, the abundance of 
orders and the activity of the mills, together 
with the increased consumption?from the news- 
papers and the events of the Presidential year, 
were all looked upon as satisfactory factors in 
concluding that there will be a heavy demand 
for paper this year. The higher'%prices for raw 
material would also, it was thought, help to 
sustain prices. At the same time there was a 
feeling among those present at the conference 
that a conservative course should‘jbe followed, 
and the Western men thought that they would 
be able to take care of their own markets with 
their present producing capacity. The dele- 
gates from Cincinnati and Chicago are reported 
to have expressed their satisfaction at the con- 
dition of the market here, its strong feeling and 
quotations being about in consonance with their 
views. No formal pledges were made, but it 
was understood that prices now ruling in the 
Eastern markets should be strongly held, so as 
to equalize the prices of paper at the East and 
West, taking the cost of freight into considera- 
tion. Further action deferred, and the formu- 
lation of any special agreement was left for 
future arrangement. Quotations here are 
firmer in consequence, and may be expected to 


rule about relatively the same as at the West.

Obituary. 


Cuinton T. Dewirr. 

Clinton T. Dewitt, the well known publisher, 
died suddenly on Friday, January 2, at his res- 
idence in Connecticut. His father, Robert M. 
Dewitt, was a member of the well-known firm of 
Dewitt & Davenport. Robert M. Dewitt died 
suddenly a few years ago, leaving his son to suc- 
ceed him in the business. Clinton T. Dewitt was 
only twenty-five years of age at the time of his 
decease, but although comparatively young, he 
proved himself to be anenergetic and successful 
manager in his line of business, and his amia- 
ble disposition made many friends for him. 








JOEL MUNSELL. 

Joel Munsell, the well known publisher and 
printer, died at Albany on Thursday, January 
15, in his seventy-second year. Mr. Munsell 
was born in Northfield, Mass., in 1809, and his 
youth was spent in that and neighboring towns. 
He was apprenticed to the printing trade in 
Greenfield, Mass., and worked there until about 
eighteen years of age, when he went to Albany. 
He became known as a publisher, and was also 
the compiler of the Chronology of Paper-mak- 
ing, a work of considerable interest in the 
history of the paper trade. The deceased, 
in the course of bis long and active life, contrib- 
uted very much to the literature of the State 
and did work enough to amass a fortune, but his 
ventures yielded little or no pecuniary returns. 
He had been married twice, and leaves surviv- 
ing a wife and nine children—three sons and six 
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ena. His life is said to be insured for a 
considerable amount, and his family is thus left 
provided for. It is understood that death was 
caused by paralysis of the heart.

THE MONEY MARKET—Was easy through- 
out the week, and the rates for call loans ranged 
from 3@6 per cent., the bulk of the business 
having been at 3@4 per cent. on pledge of Gov- 
ernments and at 5@6 per cent. on railway and 
miscellaneous collaterals. At the close the rates 
were 5@6 per cent., with exceptional trans- 
actions as low as 4 per cent. Considerable 
amounts of money were placed for 60 days at 
current rates, the belief being very generally 
entertained that the supply of capital will be 
abundant for legitimate and speculative pur- 
poses for some time to come. The influx of 
currency which set in recently continued dur- 
ing last week, and there is reason to believe 
that the movement will continue for some 
weeks. Prime mercantile paper was quoted at 
5@6 per cent. 

Government bonds were active, and prices 
early in the week advanced @1¢ per cent., the 
latter in new 4’s, undera brisk demand from 
financial institutions. Toward the close there 
was a material reduction in the volume of 
business, and prices were a shade easier. The 
market closed firm, with a fractional recovery 
in the new 4’s. 

The transactions in railroad mortgages con- 
tinued heavy, and a further advance in prices 
was established in nearly the entire list, and the 
market closed active, with a buoyant tone. 

The stock market was strong and active early 
in the week, and prices advanced sharply; but 
subsequently, under sales to realize profit, a re- 
action ensued, and the greater portion of the 
improvement was lost, and the market closed 
unsettled in tone and with a slightly lower 
range of prices. 

The sterling exchange market was extremely 
dull, and rates were barely steady, and at the 
close was weak in tone on a very moderate vol- 
ume of business. Bankers feel confident of a 
free supply of commercial bills, in view of the 
continued heavy exports.

THE PAPER TRADE.—Business moves along 
very fairly, all things considered, and gains 
some small headway as we leave the beginning 
of the year. The prospect for the spring trade 
continues most promising, and active prepara- 
tions for it seem to be under way in nearly 
every department of trade. Some few buyers 
are said to have already anticipated their 
wants to some extent, feeling quite confident 
that market values and the cost of production 
are likely to be higher later in the year. The 
chief demand for goods of late is generally be- 
lieved to be legitimate and confined to regular 
dealers for the supply of the wants of actual con- 
sumers and not for purposes of speculation. 
Prices are thought to have stiffened during the 
past week, particularly for the cheap grades 
of Print Papers, while other qualities have held 
their own very steadily. The manufacturers 
East have been so fully engaged on orders, 
and the demand here has improved so materi- 
ally in the past few weeks, that prices are now 
very evenly balanced with those ruling at the 
West, and there is believed to be no longer 
that difference in our favor which existed a 
fortnight or more ago. It is said that some 


of our over-anxious dealers have found 
out ere this that the apparent differ- 
ence in the price between here and the 


West was more than made up by the freight 
rates, which to Chicago amount to a frac- 
tion more than %c. In Fine Writings there 
is no particular change in the market, and it 
remains steady and about as reported last week. 
A fair amount of goods is being moved all the 
time, but there is not what might be called an 
active market. It is a matter of remark that 
there should be such a wide difference in the 
views of different manufacturers in regard to 
prices of Fine Writings, amounting to as much 
as 2c. in some cases for the same quality of 
goods. Thereis some improvement to be seen 
in the demand for machine-finished Book Paper, 
and there has been considerable inquiry during 
the past week at about 91¢c. Super-calendered 
Book is inquired after at prices ranging from 
10@l1\c., and an order for 1,000 reams is reported 
to have been placed at 10c. The demand for 
News is perhaps a little better, and most of the 
dealers are asking all the way from 814@9c. for 
ordinary straw or wood. We hear, however, of 
a State manufacturer who is willing to contract 
to deliver 100 tons per month for the balance of 
the year, and freight it to Chicago if wanted, 
at 8i¢c.; and of another, who, having consider- 
erable more confidence in the market, predicts 
that the market price for ordinary News by 
April 1 will be 10c.; machine-finished Book, 
11}¢@12c., and Super-calendered, 14c. These 
will serve to show the variety of opinions which 
are expressed in regard to the future of prices. 
Manilla Papers are moving a little better, al- 
though business is not very active, and prices 
continue firm and steady. The local demand 
for Straw Wrapping is only moderate,, while the 
export trade is also limited, but the production 
is adjusted to the demand so evenly that prices 
are well in hand and rule steady. A better ex- 
port trade is looked for about the middle or last 
of next month. Straw and Binders’ Boards 
remain about the same as last week, with no 
new features to report.

We hear of 
very few sales at any price, at wholesale, in the 
markets here at tide, and the prices actually re- 
alized are 50 and 75 cents off the printed lists. 
The only cause for congratulation lies in the 
fact that the companies prefer piling coal to 
breaking the market price. There is a con- 
sumption of coal going on all the time, but the 
supply exceeds the demand at present, and we 
must patiently abide the present and hope for 
better results in the future. It begins to look 
like a bad opening for the spring trade unless we 
havea change in the weather and a reduced out- 
put. Now, it will be folly to spoil the business 
for 1880, when stringent efforts during tht first 
three months of the year will save itand tur: 
disaster into profit. There is every reason to ex- 
pect a good trade in Bituminous coal this season 
unless the price is put up to a high rate through 
the demands of railwaysor the operatives. All 
hands may share in the prosperity, but if there 
is an effort to crowd the rate to the consumer, 
we may expect that the consumer will look 
about for some other quality of fuel. It is early 
to make any prophecy, perhaps, but it appears 
probable that the opening rates will be 50 cents 
per ton over last season.” Quotations of Le- 
high Coal at New York shipping points are: 
Lump, $4; Broken, $3.60; Egg, $3.60; Stove, $4, 
and Chestnut, $3.75.
